Exxon defeats court challenge 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The Exxon Corp. defeated 
a court challenge by an environmental group Monday 
and moved a step closer toward construction of the 
world’s tallest ocean oil drilling platform off the coast 
of Santa Barbara. 
Get Oil Out (GOO), of Santa Barbara, asked a 
federal court for a preliminary injunction preventing 
contraction of the platform and oil tanker mooring 
facilities, arguing that: 
—Exxon failed to obtain a federal permit from the 
Secretary of Transportation for construction of a deep 
water port, and 
—The environmental impact study conducted by the 
interior Department was inadequate. 
But U.S. District Court Judge Warren J. Ferguson 


ruled that Exxon did not need Transportation Depart­ 
ment approval for the drilling platform because the 
federal Deep Water Port Act does not apply to produc­ 
tion facilities. 
“Congress clearly did not intend two agencies — 
Interior and Transportation — to regulate the outer 
continental shelf.” Ferguson said 
Exxon said the platform will be built in 860 feet of 
water, twice the depth of any platform in existence 
As to charges that the environmental impact study 
was inadequate. Ferguson held the studies were 
“serious and not perfunctory.” 
“I cannot in good conscience make any claim or 
statement that the environmental impact statement 
doesn't meet every single requirement of the statute 
or the law." he said. 


Exxon attorney Philip K Verleger said the company 
still has two major obstacles to overcome before 
starting platform construction 
The oil company still needs permission from the 
state Coastline Commission to run a pipeline from the 
drilling platform, five miles off the coast 20 miles 
north of Santa Barbara, to a refinery on shore, he said. 
If the permit is refused. Verleger said Exxon would 
build a floating storage and refining facility near the 
platform But the company wants to avoid this if possi­ 
ble because the floating refinery could not handle 
natural gas. which would be pumped back and go to 
waste, he said. 
The other obstacle is a suit in Northern California, 
where a group of citizens is challenging the state ap­ 
proved easement for an Exxon pipeline

FBI allegedly offered 
$200,000, immunity 
for Hearst leads 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The father of 
sports figure Jack Scott said today FBI 
agents had offered his family $200,000 in 
cash and immunity from prosecution to 
help them in their search for fugitive Pa­ 
tricia Hearst. 
John Scott, 66, made the statement at a 
news conference in which his son and 
daughter-in-law, Micki McGee Scott, 
promised again to remain silent before a 
grand jury investigating the Hearst case. 
Jack and Micki Scott confirmed they 
received subpoenas on July 30 in 
Portland, Ore., to appear before a 
federal grand jury in Harrisburg, Pa. 
She is to appear this Thursday; Jack 
Scott on Sept. 4. 
The elder Scott said that he and his 
wife, Louise, also 66, have been “haras­ 
sed" by FBI agents who visited their Las 
Vegas, Nev., home “two and three times 
a day" in the three weeks preceding the 
issuance of the subpoenas. 
“During the last three weeks, various 


agents said they were willing to pay 
$100,000 to $200,000 in cash, plus im­ 
munity from prosecution for the entire 
Scott family if Jack collaborated," he 
said. 


Two of the agents, David Rack and 
William Jensen of Las Vegas, indicated 
they were acting on instructions from 
Washington, he said, adding that at one 
point, one of the agents told him “we 
would prefer to bring her (Miss Hearst) 
in full of bullet holes rather than alive to 
make it easier all around.” 
“ Although none of us has done 
anything wrong, we will not allow the 
federal government and the FBI to turn 
us into a family of informers," John 
Scott said, with his wife sitting at his 
side. 
The FBI believes Jack and Micki Scott 
rented a farmhouse last summer in 
South Canaan, Pa., where Miss Hearst 
and other fugitives hid briefly. 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (UPI) - 
Negotiations for the release of 50 
hostages held in the U.S. Embassy under 
death threat by Japanese Red Army 
terrorists stalled today over new condi­ 
tions imposed by the guerrillas — in­ 
cluding a sudden demand for a cash ran- 
som. 
A top Malaysian police official said 
negotiations for ransoming the hostages, 
five of them Americans, and departure 
of the four Red Army terrorists who 
seized the embassy Monday were now 
stalemated over “ certain new con­ 
ditions" imposed by the terrorists. 
Informed sources said the gunmen 
were now demanding “a very large 
amount of money" from the American, 
Malaysian, Japanese and Swedish 
governments whose nationals are among 
the hostages. 
A Japan Air Line DC8 flew into Kuala 
Lumpur’s Subang airport earlier tonight 
carrying five Red Army criminals whose 
release from Japanese jails had been 
demanded by the gunmen. The plane was 
refuelled to take the gunmen to an un­ 
known haven but the Japanese crewmen 
demanded at least 12 hours rest before 
flying anywhere else. The trip from 
Japan had taken 
hours. 
A convoy of Malaysian police vehicles 
which assembled outside the besieged 
embassy tonight was withdrawn before 
midnight without a sign of movement by 
the terrorists and their 50 hostages. 
When the police convoy assembled out­ 
side the embassy building, hopes were 
raised that the 36-hour siege was about to 
end with the terrorists joining their five 
colleagues on the airliner and flying out 
before dawn. 
But 2Vt hours after the convoy as­ 
sembled, it was quitely withdrawn and it 
appeared Japanese and Malaysian of­ 
ficials were in for another protracted 
round of negotiations with the gunmen. 
Airport officials said most of the 
Japanese officials and plane crewmen 


disembarked from the special airplane 
and headed for a downtown hotel to get 
some sleep, leaving the five Red Army 
prisoners and a police guard aboard the 
plane. 
The four Red Army gunmen and at 
least some of their 50 hostages were ex­ 
pected to emerge sometime tonight and 
begin the 15-mile journey to the airport 
where a Japanese jetliner was standing 
by with five Red Army criminals freed 
from Tokyo jails and flown here earlier 
tonight as ransom for the hostages. 
The four gunmen of the ultra radical 
Red Army shot their way into the embas­ 
sy Monday and seized U.S. Consul 
General Robert Stebbins, 42, Swedish 
C h a rg e 
d ’A f f a i r e s 
F r e d r i c k 
Bergenstrahle, 48, and an estimated 48 
other persons. The commandos were 
armed with explosives and said they 
would blow up the building with the 
hostages if their demands were not met. 
The delicate negotiations for release of 
the hostages were carried out by the two 
Red Army groups linked by U.S. Embas­ 
sy telephone on special lines from the 
embassy to the DC8 and Malaysian and 
Japa nese officials. One of the 
negotiators was Japanese Ambassador 
Michiaki Suma who boarded the DC8 and 
spent an hour inside the aircraft while 
the five prisoners talked by telephone to 
their colleagues in the embassy. 
JAL airlines meanwhile requested a 
12-hour layover before the crew begins 
any flight to the Middle East but that the 
terrorists still insisted the plane should 
depart as soon as possible, using a 
backup crew brought from Tokyo. 
Delicate negotiations remained before 
the four Red Army men leave the 12- 
story American International Assur­ 
ance Building — home of the 9th floor 
U.S. Embassy - and joined the five 
fanatics brought here from Japan for a 
flight to an undisclosed haven, probably 
Kuwait. The Red Army had demanded 
release of seven of their associates but 


two refused to fly here. Whether that 
would snag the negotiations was not 
known 
The JAL DC8 landed at the closed and 
sealed off Subang airport 15 miles out­ 
side town at 7:44 p m. (5:14 a.m. PDT) 
and began taxiing up to a floodlit parking 
apron about 100 yards from the main ter­ 
minal. 
Japanese Ambassador Michiaki Suma 
and several of his aides stood by at the 
airport along with Malaysian officials as 
the plane came in. Diplomatic sources in 
Tokyo said both the United States and 
Sweden had applied pressure on Japan to 
accede to the terrorists wishes and free 
the hostages before President Ford met 
Japanese Prem ier Takeo Miki in 
Washington today. The State Depart­ 
ment has denied U.S. pressure. 
Final negotiations for exchanging the 
prisoners for the hostages and tran­ 
sporting the Red Army terrorists from 
the embassy to the airport were getting 
under way immediately with technicians 
connecting a telephone to the DC8 for 
talks with Japanese and Malaysian of­ 
ficials. 
Malaysian Prime Minister Tun Abdul 
Raxak told a news conference earlier to­ 
day that the gunmen had refused to dis­ 
cuss the final steps for ending the tense 
drama until the Japan Air Lines plane 
carrying their comrades was actually on 
the ground here. 
A force of several hundred special 
branch officers, paramilitary field force 
police and regular police were spread 
out all over the airport terminal and 
grounds as the plane arrived. 
The main approach road to the airport 
was sealed off to traffic at about the 
same time the airport was closed to nor­ 
mal commercial air traffic. Parking 
aprons and hangar areas were cleared of 
all aircraft. 
Reporters outside the downtown em­ 
bassy reported crowds of curious spec­ 
tators grew larger as night fell.

Takeo Miki today the United States will 
stand by its allies in Asia despite Com­ 
munist victories in Indochina, according 
to White House Press Secretory Ron 
Nessen. 


Nessen said Miki also assured Ford his 
government was working hard to resolve 
the drama involving an attack by 
Japanese terrorists on the U.S. Embassy 
in Kuala Lumpur where a number of

Nessen said Ford stressed in the first 
of two state meetings with Miki today 
and Wednesday that the United States 
“would stand by its allies in Asia and 
elsewhere. ’ ’ 
The loss of South Vietnam and Cam­ 
bodia to the Communists “has not 
altered the United States’ interest in 
playing a major and constructive role" 
in Asia, Nessen said. 
A formal statement issued by the 
White House noted this was the first time 
Ford and Miki had met since Miki 
became prime minister. 
“This first meeting gave the President 
the opportunity to reaffirm the impor­ 
tance we attach to our close friendship 
with Japan," it said. “Both leaders 
hailed the solidarity and toe essential 
contribution to peace of the U.S.-Japan 
alliance." 
It also said Ford and Miki “reviewed 
the global situation, including the 
President’s recent trip to Europe, 
security in Asia, recent problems in 
d e t e n t e and a r m s l i m i t a t i o n 
negotiations." 
White House sources said Korean 
security was not discussed today but 
would come up either at the White House 
dinner later tonight or toe second round 
of talks between the leaders Wednesday 
morning.

Israeli planes, warships and artillery attacked a Lebanese 
army post and Palestine refugee camps near the Lebanese 
port city of Tyre today, killing at least nine persons, a 
military spokesman said in Beirut. 
Israel said the targets were two guerrilla bases. Seaborne 
troops struck at one and warplanes straffed a headquarters 
camp in the other in the heaviest assault in nearly a month. 
Four Lebanese army officers were killed and a fifth 
wounded in the artillery attacks on the Tyre barracks, while 
five Palestinian guerrillas died in the shelling of the nearby 
refugee camp of A1 Buss, Lebanese military and Palestinian 
guerrilla spokesmen said. 
A Palestinian statement distributed by the guerrilla news 
agency WAFA said guerrilla units operating “inside the oc­ 
cupied territories" retaliated immediately by launching a 
rocket attack on the Upper Galilee Israeli settlement of 
Kiryat Shmona and causing “heavy casualties.” Kiryat 
Shmona was the scene of a guerrilla massacre of Israeli 
school children last year. 
An Israeli military spokesman in Tel Aviv said guerrilla 
rocket fire wounded one man and damaged some houses, 
cars and electric lines in Shmona. 
The Israeli raids marked the biggest assault on guerrilla 
bases in Lebanon since July 7 when Israeli forces staged a 
combined air, land and sea strike at three camps in the Tyre- 
Rashidiyeh area three days after a bomb explosion in 
Jerusalem killed 14 persons and wounded 77 others. 
The attacks occurred in the wake of a resurgence of 


guerrilla activity from Lebanon in the past several days, in­ 
cluding an attempted raid on an Israeli settlement Monday 
and firing across the border early Tuesday. 
The Israeli military command said its forces did not sus­ 
tain casualties in either attack and that all troops and 
warplanes returned safely to base. 
In a strike lasting only several minutes, the command said 
its jets strafed a guerrilla headquarters situated north of 
Tyre, about 13 miles north of the Israeli frontier 
At least 12 hours earlier, troops brought to the Lebanese 
coast by gunboats shortly after midnight swept ashore and 
attacked a guerrilla training base at the Palestinian refugee 
camp of A1 Buss east of Tyre, the command said. 
The troops killed and wounded several guerrillas during 
the course of theirsearch-and-destroymission that a military 
spokesman said lasted “a few hours.” They blew up 
fortifications and weapons and ammunition stores, he said 
Long-range artillery covered the invading troops by 
pounding the camp area, the spokesman said. 
There was no information on the number of troops, gun­ 
boats or warplanes that took part in an attack. 
The Israeli military command and the national radio said 
a number of terrorists were wounded or killed and arms and 
ammunition were blown up. The attackers also destroyed a 
number of fortified positions and vehicles, the report said. A 
spokesman said there were no Israeli casualties. 
The official spokesman had no comment on Beirut reports 
that gunboats, artillery and warplanes were used in the at­ 
tack.

(UPI) - “The natives are friendlier here" read a sign 
welcoming home Kenneth Smith, last to be freed of four students kidnaped by 
guerrillas from an African study center. 
Smith 22 a Stanford University student, came home to a hero’s welcome Monday. 
A crowd of friends and neighbors cheered. The block was decorated with signs, in­ 
cluding a 25-foot-long banner reading “Welcome Steve" and others proclaiming “we 
love you" and “home sweet home.” 
, 
His mother hugged and kissed him and Smith relaxed with a beer on his front porch 
as about 35 friends and neighbors gathered in a semicircle on his lawn to ask him 
about his experiences.

Assistant District Attorney Loren Sut­ 
ton today announced an end to the 
prosecution of a Lompoc liquor store 
owner who had been charged with suspi­ 
cion of soliciting the murder of a Lompoc 
police detective and two others 
Sutton said a district attorney’s in­ 
vestigator and a Lompoc detective 
turned up “very little," in their ex­ 
ploratory visit last weekend to Las 
Vegas. Nev. 
“That’s it," Sutton said, signaling that 
the case against Philip Joseph Bardelli 
had collapsed. 


The *wo investigators had been sent to 
the gambling center in a last ditch effort 
to shore up a case that began to come 
apart at the seams on July 29 when Sut­ 
ton announced he had declined to file 
charges against Bardelli in Superior 
Court. 
Bardelli, 32. was arrested in Las Vegas 
on June 22 on a Lompoc warrant charg­ 
ing he solicited the murder of a Lompoc 
police detective. Agent John Coday, a 
rival liquor store owner and an 18-year- 
old youth. 
In the prosecution’s view, the case 
against Bardelli stemmed from his reac­ 
tion to police charges that one of his 
clerks had sold beer to the youth in the 
case. It is unlawful to sell alcoholic 
beverage to anyone under 21 years T1 a» 
ABC case, a misdemeanor, comes up for 
trial in Soivang Justice Court on Aug. 26 
At a preliminary hearing on July 10 in 
Lompoc Justice Court, Municipal Judge 
Robert Eckhoff ruled there wasn’t suf­ 
ficient evidence to support the charges of 
conspiracy and solicitation to commit 
murder as set forth in the complaint. 
However. Eckhoff ruled that there was 
sufficient evidence to bind Bardelli over 
to superior Court on solicitation to com­ 
mit murder as revealed by testimony of 
two prisoners from a Las Vegas, Nev. 
Jail. Bardelli had been lodged in the 
same cell with the two prisoners, follow­ 
ing his arrest on June 22. 


Sutton's decision not to file in Superior 
Court signaled his assessment that the 
main body of the case against Bardelli 
had collapsed and that the testimony of 
the two prisoners was not strong enough 
to stand on its own. 
Police Chief J.D. Smith who was in 
charge of the investigation in the early 
stages said today, “I’m disappointed 
that the DA’s office didn’t take the case 
to Superior Court."

a cheerless Xmas?

Christmas cheer may not be 
as cheery this year as in the 
past. 
The overall economic situa­ 
tion and increasing demand for 
services by needy people is put­ 
ting a large dent in the 
capability of the Lompoc 
Health and Welfare Coor­ 
dinating Council to make 
Christmas merrier for Lompoc 
area needy. 
The council each year dis­ 
tributes gift boxes — Christmas 
cheer — to needy Lompoc 
families. Last year over 300 
boxes, with gifts for each 
member of the family, were 
distributed. In addition each 
family received either a 
chicken, turkey or ham. 
But the outlook for this year 
is dimmer. 


According to board member 
Sandy Skinner and Rev. Ken­ 
neth Boyd, president, donations 
for the program are well below 
those of last year and the coun­ 
cil’s monetary reserves have 
been depleted by requests for 
aid. 
The council operates a thrift 
store on North H Street that 
provides the Inilk of its income. 
With the tower level of dona­ 
tions and a higher rate of 
requests for aid, the council has 
been forced to limit the amount 
it can allot to needy people each 
week. 
Commenting on the plight of 
the Christmas cheer p r< ^ m , 
Ms. Skinner said: 
‘i don’t see how we’ll be able 
to do as welt this year. People 
aren’t donating things this year 
like they have in the past. 
They’re holding on to things 


iMiger and making them do.” 
In regards to the council’s 
financial situation currently, 
she said; 
“Our income this year has 
really been strapped. In the last 
nine days I’ve had to help six 
people. On one occasion I put a 
family of four, who had been sl­ 
eeping in their car, up in a 
motel for one night.” 
Ms. Skinner said between her 
and the other council members 
they had been getting between 
W and 40 requests a week for 
aid.

European technicians are performing the final 
checkout tests on COS-B, an International scien­ 
tific satellite to be launched by the European 
Space Agency (ESA) from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
COS-B, the first satellite to be launched by the 
newly formed ESA. is designed to study ex­ 
traterrestrial gamma-radiation, and is the 
eighth satellite developed by European industry 
* for ESA and its predecessor ESRO (European 
Space Research Organization). 
The new satellite will be launched by NASA 
* for ESA no earlier than tomorrow, Aug. 6 at 6:56 
' p.m. from its Western Launch Operations Divi­ 
sion launch complex SLC 2-W. The 613-pound 
cylindrically-shaped satellite will be placed into 
' a highly eliptical orbit 60,897 by 217 sUtute miles 
* having an inclination of 90 degrees to the 
; equator, by a three stage Delta booster with nine 
' strap on solid motors for additional thrust at lif- 
'toff. 


COS-B was manufactured by industry in seven 
of the ten EISA member states — Belgium, Den­ 
mark. France. Germany, Italy, Spain and the 
United Kingdom — and will carry a single 
payload which can be considered a remotely- 
controlled astronomical laboratory designed to 
study radiation emitted from known and as­ 
sumed sources of gamma rays. The payload has 
been assembled from five prim a^ and two sub­ 
sidiary experiment units supplied by six in­ 
stitutes in four European countries — France, 
Germany, Italy and the Netherlands. 
The launch and orbital operations of the 
spacecraft will be controlled by EISA’s Space 
ciperations Centre (ESOC) at Darmstadt, Ger­ 
many. 'Hie main centers used for tracking will 
be ESA’s ground stations at Redu (Belgium) and 
Fairbanks (Alaska). However tracking support 
by NASA’s Space Tracking and Data Network 
stations will provide coordinated mission sup­ 
port until NASA and EISA orbit data agree.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
group has been given the go- 
ahead to begin collecting voter 
signatures to place on the ballot 
an initiative requiring a two- 
thirds vote of the legislature to 
increase all taxes.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Democratic assemblyman has 
introduced legislation providing 
a $599 million increase in 
payroll taxes to rescue the state 
unemployment insurance fund 
from possible bankruptcy. 


The legislation was submitted 
Monday by Assemblyman Alist- 
er McAlister of San Jose in the 
form of amendments to a 
McAlister bill (AB91) pending 
in the Senate. 


McAlister said the amend­ 
ments were prepared with the 
help of the Brown administra­ 
tion, and the amended bill will 
be presented Wednesday to the 
Senate Industrial Relations 
Committee. 
The Sacramento Union re­ 
ported that Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. is leaning toward the 
measure although the governor 
has pledged to avoid a general 
tax increase.

creasing number of the state’s 
unemployed workers and it

The fund began this year with 
$1.15 billion, but Legislative 
Analyst A. Alan Post in June 
reported it will begin next year 
with less than one-half the 
money needed to keep it solvent 
during that year. 
McAlister’s bill would in­ 
crease the maximum tax—paid 
by employers—from 4.1 per 
cent to 4 9 per cent and would 
increase the amount of wages 
on which the tax is applied from 
$4.200 to $7,000 The wage base, 
however, would return to the 
$6.000 level in any year in which 
the fund’s income exceeds out­ 
go 
The amendments would raise 
an additional $599 million to 
forestall the expected money 
shortage 
“ We have to do it unless we 
want the fund to go bankrupt.” 
McAlister said. “ We cojld 
borrow from the federal gov­ 
ernment but it already has 
deficits of $200 billion.” 
His bill also provides an in­ 
crease in maximum weekly un­ 
employment benefits from $90 
to $104 This provision would 
cost an estimated $70 per year.

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Anti-Red violence 


spreads in Portugal 


LISBON (UPI) - Anti- 
Communist violence that has 
wracked Northern Portugal for 
five days spread south today to 
Lisbon where a bomb exploded 
in the Forestry Ministry, killing 
one man and causing extensive 
damage. 


In the north, anti-Communist 
mobs began burning the homes 
and businesses of known leftists 
in Vila Nova de Famalicao. 
Residents said the crowds were 
being supported by the enlisted 
men among the troops sent 
there to pacify the town 
The residents said all shops in 
the town were closing their 
doors for the funeral of two 
anti-Communist demonstrators 
killed by an army captain Sun­ 
day night. The town council of­ 
fered the crowds the national 
flag flying over city hall for the 
5 p.m. (8 a.m. PDT) ceremony. 


The commander of the 
central military region issued a 
statement indicating that the 
public unrest reported in the 
north for the past five days also 
could be spreading to the 
Aveiro and Leiria districts. 


As the situation deteriorated, 
Premier Vasco Goncalves met 
with 
s e v e r a l le f t - w in g 
ministers from his former 
cabinet in an apparent new at­ 
tempt to form a new govern­ 
ment. An expected meeting of 


the military commanders of the 
Lisbon region did not take 
place 


Portugal has become em­ 
broiled in a steadily growing 
political and military crisis 
since the country's two biggest 
parties — the Socialists and 
Popular Democrats — went 
into opposition three weeks ago 
to protest against the military's 
decision to create a Soviet-style 
"Peoples Democracy.” 
The violence centered in the 
northern town of Vila Nova 
Famalicao where mobs were on 
the streets throughout the night 
sacking the homes of all known 
leftists in the area Vila Nova is 
a textile town near Porto where 
the two anti-Communist 
demonstrators were shot by an 
army captain. 
"The situation here is very 
unstable,” a police spokesman 
in the town said. "Itdoesn’tlook 
like it is going to stop ” 


The r uling three-m an 
military junta summoned 
military commanders from the 
Lisbon region for a second 
straight day of strategy talks. 
The commander of Por­ 
tugal's central military region 
issued a statement urging the 
public to remain calm and not 
participate in the anti- 
Communist attacks. 


"Such incidents have grown 


acutely in the Aveiro and Leiria 
districts where Portuguese are 
o p p o s in g 
P o r tu g u e s e 
sometimes violently,” it said. 
The bomb that exploded in 
the forestry m inistry was the 
fourth reported around the 
country in less than a week, but 
the first to claim a life. Police 
said the victim appeared to be a 
pedestrian who was passing the 
building when the explosion oc­ 
curred. 


Army bomb experts said the 
device was made from sophis­ 
ticated explosives It blew out 
windows over a block-wide 
area 
In the northern town of Vila 
Nova Famalicao, police said 
m obs ro am ed th e s tr e e ts 
throughout, the night, sacking 
the homes of all known leftists 
It was the fifth night of 
violence in the textile city near 
Porto. Two anti-Com m unist 
d em o n strato rs w ere killed 
there Sunday night when an 
arm y captain fired into a mob 
attacking the Communist party 
headquarters. 
A key commando regim ent 
stationed on the outskirts of the 
capital voted to reinstate their 
m oderate com m ander, Col. 
Jaim e Neves. The m ilitary 
security forces issued a state­ 
ment apologizing for the at­ 
tem pt to replace him with a 
left-wing officer. 
Gurney jury deadlocked 


TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) - The 
jury says it is "unanimously 
and emphatically” deadlocked 
on some counts in the bribery- 
conspiracy trial of former U.S. 
Sen. Edward Gurney and three 
associates. The judge says 
that’s not good enough 
"This is an important case,” 
said U.S. District Judge Ben 
Krentzman, who sent the jurors 
back for more deliberations to­ 
day. "This trial has been expen­ 
sive in time and effort and 
money, both to the defendants 
and to the prosecution. 
"I am going to ask that you go 
back to the jury room and give 
further consideration to the 
remaining matters,” he said 
Monday. 
The jury, which began 
deliberations nine days ago in 
the five-month trial, handed 
Krentzman a sealed envelope 
Monday containing several ver­ 
dicts, but said they were 
deadlocked on some of the 
charges. 


"After long and careful 
deliberations on all charges and 
all the defendants, we have 
been able to come to verdicts on 
some defendants and some 
charges on others, but not all,” 
said one note the jury sent to 
the judge. 


"We, the jury, unanimously 
and emphatically agree that we 
have reached all verdicts that 
can possibly be reached, 
regardless of further delibera­ 
tions, and we feel that in con­ 
sideration of all concerned, we 
should make the court aware of 
this,” the note added. 


Krentzman invited the jurors 
into the courtroom and asked 
the foreman to seal the verdicts 
in an envelope. 
Krentzman recited the so- 
called "Allen Charge,” some­ 
times called the "shotgun 
charge,” urging those in the 
minority to give more thought 
to their positions. 
The judge said the verdicts 


would be kept in a vault until 
the jury has com pleted its 
work. 


Krentzman did not say how 
long he would keep the jurors at 
work. But last week he said he 
would consider two weeks of 
deliberations excessive. 


T here w as no indication 
whether the jury was hung on 
counts involving Gurney or his 
associates. 


Gurney is charged with con­ 
spiracy in a $400,000 influence 
peddling scheme involving the 
F ed eral 
H ousing 
A dm inis­ 
tration, bribery, receiving un­ 
lawful compensation and four 
counts of making false state­ 
ments to a grand jury. 


His codefendants are form er 
aide Joseph Bastien, charged 
with conspiracy and receiving 
unlawful com pensation, and 
suspended FHA officials Ralph 
Koontz and K. Wayne Swiger, 
each charged with conspiracy.

On the anniversary of her death, more flowers appear, some 
brought by visitors to the tomb in a small cem etery, Westwood 
Memorial Park, only 100 yards from the busiest intersection in Los 
Angeles. Wilshire and Westwood boulevards. 
The blonde sex goddess of the 1950s was found dead in bed of an 
overdose of sleeping pills on Aug. 5, 1962. 
At the tim e she was the top feminine star in Hollywood, an inter­ 
national celebrity whose life was saddened by unhappy romances, 
broken m arriages and battles with studios and producers.

NEW YORK (UPI) - There seems no end to 
New York City’s economic tribulations. Another 
1,160 workers are going to be fired, the nickel 
ride on the Staten Island Ferry is no more, and 
Mayor Abraham Beame is upset about a bit of 
transatlantic fun poked at the city by President 
Ford 
City officials said Monday night the 1,160 
workers were hired recently as a part of the 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act 
They will have to go, the officials said, because 
U.S. Labor Department regulations bar the hir­ 
ing of workers for jobs sim ilar to those done by 
laid-off city employes 
The dism issals are effective Friday and will 
increase to 1.546 the number of persons removed 
from the city’s CETA program, which was 
designed to provide jobs for the disadvantaged 
A spokesman for Beame said it was not cer­ 
tain whether the vacated posts would be filled by 
laid-off city workers, although an agreem ent to 
do so was part of the wage-freeze package ac­ 
cepted Thursday by most New York municipal 
unions 
Monday also saw the demise of the five-cent 
Staten Island Ferry fare — and the end of 
another era in New York. 
The fare went up from five cents one way to 25 
cents for a roundtrip through New York harbor. 
It left regular ferry travelers unhappy 
" It’s a lot of money to go only 12 m iles.” said 
Mrs. Julia Schenone. who has often gone to 


Staten Island with her husband, Arthur, to visit 
their daughter "We aren’t going to make the 
trip that often any more 
"It's not worth it." 
Amid it all cam e a comment by President 
Ford that ruffled some administrative feelings 
in the city Ford, visiting Belgrade. Yugoslavia, 
told the city council there New York officials 
"don’t know how to handle money ... All they 
know how to do is spend it.” 
Beame. briefing reporters in his office Mon­ 
day. at first spoke with restraint. "I think he is 
hurting the image of New York City," the mayor 
said "He should know the tremendous cuts we 
have made in our budget here If anything, he 
should be encouraging rather than tearing us 
down.” 


Later, however, he sent an aide to the pres­ 
sroom with a one-sentence statement written in 
Beame's own hand 
"I never thought I’d see the day when the 
President of the United States would go around 
the world talking disparagingly about any part of 
this country " 


Earlier a mayoral aide said "People in White 
Houses shouldn’t throw stones At least the city 
of New York has a balanced budget 
"Perhaps Mayor Beame should begin serious 
talks with the Communist bloc.” the aide added. 
"That appears to be the fastest way to get aid in

Ford 'encouraged' over 
results of recent trip 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Sen. 
John Tunney, D-Calif., said 
Monday he would take a bill 
penalizing employers who hire 
illegal aliens directly to the

I m m i g r a t i o n 
Subcommittee. 
The bill sets up a system of of 
fin es and o th e r c rim in a l 
penalties for employers who 
knowingly hire illegal aliens. 
Theoretically, such a law would 
discourage employers from hir­ 
ing illegal im m igrant workers 
and thus reduce the employ­ 
ment opportunities which lure 
im m ig ran ts to the U nited 
States. 
As Tunney toured the U.S. 


Immigration and Naturaliza­ 
tion Service here, he said the 
so-called Rodino Bill, written 
by Rep. P eter Rodino. D-N.J., 
was the best hope for controll­ 
ing the influx of illegal im ­ 
migrants entering the country. 
He said the problem w as 
beyond the Immigration Ser­ 
vice’s control. 


His statem ents in support of 
the bill strongly criticized Sen. 
Jam es Eastland. D-Miss.. who 
has almost personally held up 
the passage of the bill for the 
last four years. 


Eastland has not called a 
meeting of the Immigration 
Subcommittee for seven years. 


W ASHINGTON (UPI ) - 
President Ford says he is "very 
encouraged and optim istic" 
over the results of his 10-day 
five-nation European trip dur­ 
ing which he signed the con­ 
troversial Helsinki agreem ent 
promising greater respect for 
human rights across East-W est 
borders.

The statem ent, released later 
at the White House, said he was 
pleased with the reception he 
received in each of the five na­ 
tions and confident his talks 
with Soviet party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev "will lead to an ac­ 
celerated disposition of some of 
the differences which existed 
before our m eetings.” 


Ford said he was pleased to 
be able to deliver a message of 
"enormous significance to all 
Europeans” at the European 
S e c u r i t y 
C o n f e r e n c e 
in 
Helsinki. 


" T h a t m e s s a g e w a s — 
America still cares. The torch 
in the Statue of Liberty still 
burns bright. We will stand for 
freedom and independence in 


1976 as we did in 1776. The 
United States of America still 
believes that all men and 
women, everyw here, should 
enjoy the God-given blessings 
of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness in a world of peace " 


Ford said, "1 am glad that I 
went. I am happy to be back.” 


Asked his thoughts on the trip 
as he stepped off the plane, 
Ford said he was "very en­ 
couraged and optim istic.” 


He was welcomed by Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller, 
members of the Cabinet and 
diplomatic corps who stood in 
the downpour at the foot of the 
ramp to greet Ford and his 
wife.

Plot to kidnap Spitz 
denied in Colombia 


BOGOTA, Colombia (U PI) - Colom­ 
bian authorities have denied as "pure 
fantasy" newspaper stories saying an 
urban guerrilla band had plotted to kid­ 
nap Mark Spitz at the recent world 
swimming championships in Cali. 
American embassy spokesmen also 
said Monday that the story was "ab­ 
surd" and that Spitz had never been 
guarded by FB I agents during his visit to 
Colombia as the newspaper versions 
alleged. 
The afternoon newspaper E l Espacio, 
quoting official Colombian sources, said 
in a three-part series that the band had 
planned to seize Spitz, the swimming 
hero of the Munich Olympics, on July 29 
as he boarded a plane In Cali for his 
return trip to the United States. 
According to the story, the extremists 
would have demanded a ransom of $5 
million from the American Embassy in 
Bogota for Spitz, plus the release of five 
comrades imprisoned on the Gorgona 
penal colony island. 
El Espacio said the band, belonging to 
the pro-Peking Popular Liberation 


Army, known as EPL by its Spanish in­ 
itials, had booked five of its members on 
the same plane out of Cali as Spitz was 
taking on July 29. 
The band would draw firearms just 
before the antihijack inspection, seize 
Spitz, force their way aboard, demand a 
new crew and fuel and take the plane to 
Bogota to pick up the ransom money. 
After the Colombian police were tip­ 
ped off by an informer, further investiga­ 
tion led them to Pedro Leon Arboleda, a 
former Cali news man who had gone un­ 
derground in the guerrilla movement. A 
small army of policemen and soldiers 
burst into Leon Arboleda’s Cali home 
early Monday, July 28, and killed him 
when he resisted. 
The newspaper said the guerrilla chief 
tried to burn documents before being 
killed, but not all his papers were 
destroyed and, from what was salvaged, 
the plot emerged in detail. 
Spitz was in C ali to promote 
swimwear, do television commentary on 
the swimming meet and as a special 
coach to the U.S. team.

If not the fountain of youth, Brooks 
Robinson has at least discovered that 
age-old American League remedy for 
batting slumps: Fenway Park. 
Arriving in Boston for the start of a 
crucial two-game series with the Red 
Sox, Robinson, the Baltimore Orioles’ 
ironman third baseman, was showing the 
ravages of his 38 years as witnessed by a 
.207 batting average. 
But the cozy walls of Fenway can do 
wonders for even the oldsters of the 
game, and as the Orioles celebrated 
their arrival with 16 hits (five by Don 
Baylor), it was Robinson who sent them 
off to a 12-8 victory over the AL East- 
leading Red Sox with a key three-run 
homer in the seventh inning. 
"This is a heckuva park to hit in,’’ said 
Robinson, who broke up a 6-6 tie in the 
seventh with his homer of loser Jim 
Willoughby after Baylor singled and Bob­ 
by Grich doubled. " I’d rather play the 
Red Sox up here than at home anyday.”

NEW YORK - (NEA) - One recent Sunday 
morning Pete Rose politely interrupted his in­ 
terviewer in the Cincinnati Reds locker room. 
"We’ll have to stop for awhile," said Rose. "The 
team is going to have a meeting. But you can sit 
in if you’d like." 
It seemed a rare opportunity for the reporter, 
to hear arcane baseball strategems and secret 
insights. Hie players grew silent as a coach 
called for their attention, then introduced a tall 
man in civilian clothes and gleaming baldish 
head with glistening glasses. And the man con­ 
ducted a prayer meeting, not a baseball meeting 
at all. 
And it struck home how sports and religion 
seem to be growing closer. The evangelist Billy 
Graham uses a sports stadium for his 
"crusade." Faith healer Oral Roberts conducts 
a mass service on an off-night at the race track. 
We have seen pro football teams at pre-game 
and post-game locker room prayer sessions on 
national television. 


Athletes and coaches preach the gospel of 
"Winning with God" from lone ministries to 
joining groups such as the Fellowship of Chris­ 
tian Athletes and Athletes in Action. 
Sports religion appears a serious business, as 
opposed to, say, the comparatively light mo­ 
ment when a Brooklyn priest on a sweltering 
Sunday morning asked his sweating congrega­ 
tion, to say a prayer for Gil Hodges and the 
Dodgers in the World Series game this after­ 
noon, “ and then let’s go home.” 


Yet sports and athletes through the ages have 
been closely identified with religion and dieties. 
Theologian Harvey Cox believes that 
"contemporary man carries with him, like his 
appendix and his fingernails, vestiges of his 
tribal and pagan past." 


"And," Dr. Cox told me, "there is a striking 
similarity between people today thronging to our 
immense stadia and the tribal people converging 
toward their totem. The teams often incarnate 
the spirit of the whole city or college. And that 
could be a good thing. It instills civic unity, just 
as the totem did in pagan societies. 
"However the danger of intense interest in 


sports is that it can lead to idolatry. Instead of 
serving as a release from day-to-day cares, it 
becomes one’s entire reason for being. And one 
gets cut off from the real world. ... There is a 
definite relationship between religion and 
sports. Each is a type of self-conscious play­ 
acting. Each has the elements of fantasy and 
hope. And fanaticism (which is the origin of 
‘fan’) becomes idolatry when your particular 
symbols — like the church or your home team — 
become ultimate truths. Then you extirpate 
those who don’t share them." 
Sports had many of the elements that make up 
religion. There are Gods (some of whom are 
"Immortals” and end up in sports heaven — a 
"Hall of Fam e"), and Dogma (on the field is 
where we learn the “ Game of Life’’), and Ritual 
(from seventh-inning stretch to crossing oneself 
at the free-throw line), and Temples (the 
Astrodome, for example, is referred to in 
Houston as "the eighth wonder of the world"), 
ao&..S<iCjifice (as religion has received 
governmental tax exemptions, so sports arenas 
receive tax breaks and preferred loans — and 
Organized Baseball is handed the reserve 
clause). 


Sports fans also share the devotion of religious 
adherents, complete with the litany of 
cheerleaders. 


"Sports is something everyone can under­ 
stand." said Jason Miller, author of "That 
Championship Season." "Greek plays used to 
relate to religion because everyone knew what 
was going on with religion. Today it's sports." 
And yet. it is not just today — and not just 
America — that emphasizes the sports-religion 
intertwining. In ancient times, Greek athletes 
prayed for Zeus to be propitious with them. In 
more modern days. Yale rooters at the turn of 
the century urged their footballers forward with 
chants of "Praise God from whom all 
touchdowns flow." 
In Kenya today, witchcraft is employed to aid 
in soccer victories. The names of players are 
often withheld until game time to prevent spells 
being cast in advance. Some players grease their 
bodies with pig fat. a popular antidote to black 
magic. One ritual followed before every game is 
a careful inspection of the stadium and dressing 
rooms for evidence of sorcery.

Best 
areas are the backs of the bays 
that have been opened and the 
narrows at the east end. Trout 
action is slow 
Santa Margarita Lake might 
be the next best bet, or maybe 
the best, depending on the 
fickle fortunes of fishing The 
word from there is fishing was 
excellent all last week, until 
Saturday night. 
Anyway, the bass fishing was 
quite good back in the farthest 
reaches of the lake. Crappie 
and bluegill are plentiful and 
the crappie are getting bigger. 
Catfishing is still an off-and- 
on thing. One guy catches them 
while the next doesn’t. But then 
that’s part of fishing. 
Lopez is yielding some limits 
of rainbows to trollers, when 
they can find a clear spot in the 
algae. Bank fishing is poor ex­ 
cept for small panfish. 
Lake Nacimiento fishing is 
spotty. White bass are slow and 
black bass, though plentiful, are 
on the small side. 
The upper Sacramento River 
and Shasta Lake are fair to poor 
for trout but good on catfish. 
From Redding north, the river 
is clear with some good trout 
and salmon fishing. 
Up in the Sierras fishing is 
still spotty although certain 
places stand better chances of 
being productive than, others.

Sea Landing in Santa Barbara 
reports its boats are coming 
back with nearly full limits of 
fish All kinds of rockfish. ling 
cod, sheepshead and ocean 
whitefish are showing up in the 
catch, along with plenty of big 
calico bass, which are in the 7- 
8-9-pound class 
They haven’t been catching 
any albacore. although oc­ 
casionally they see a few Some 
bluefin tuna have been caught, 
however.

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Washington calling

The jobless 


WASHINGTON - The long hot sum­ 
mer it nearly half over and no one can 
dispute that it has been hot and often in­ 
tolerably humid and smoggy. Yet the 
dire foreboding of violence in the streets 
at the start of the hot season has not thus 
far been borne out. 
This is all the more remarkable con­ 
sidering the condition 
in the poverty areas of 
Am erica’s cities. 
Black teen-age un­ 
employment for the 
second quarter of the 
B 
r was 49 per cent, 
t is an appalling 
figure, the reality 
behind it — idle youths 
embittered at empty 
days, bringing no 
promise except more 
idleness in torrid lit­ 
tered streets Since 
the reports on poverty areas for teen­ 
agers are made only quarterly, this 
figure will stand through the summer 
months. The unemployment figure for 
white teen-agers is 29 per cent. Both 
figures represent an increase of about 10 
per cent over the same time a year ago. 
Far from signaling the end of the 
recession, the high rate of black un­ 
employment that persists is an indica­ 
tion that the economy is likely to be in 
trouble for some time to come. 
Caught between the twin scourges of 
inflation and recession, the Congress and 
the Executive branch of government 
seem paralyzed, unable to reach any 
common ground for action. And this is in 
the face of a condition that will not stand 
still indefinitely, not even, it is possible, 
for the balance of this long hot summer. 
The statisticians carefully steer away 
from any correlation between the high 
rate of unemployment and the high rate 
of crime. But just plain common sense 
would link the two. Idle youths without 
money will find ways to get it even if 
they break the law to do so 
The shocker for the first thrqe months 
of this year was an 18 per cent increase 
in the crime rate. In the larger cities, the 
rate was even higher. Behind this 
statistic is the reality of muggings, purse 
snatchings, auto thefts, the grim roster 
of crimes that have made city streets in­ 
creasingly unsafe, even though they stop 
short of rape and murder. 
In an interview the other day, Atty. 
Gen. Edward H. Levi, one of President 
Ford’s excellent appointments, had 
some frank and pertinent things to say 
about crime and the public. Public pas­ 
sivity and the frustrating and cumber­ 
some processes of justice put the crime 
problem in the category of nobody’s 
business. 
Why don’t “ they” do something? the 
householder asks, as he puts on new 
locks and an alarm system, or moves to 
the suburbs. This last is less and less of 
an escape as urban crime spreads to the 
white suburbs. 
The seeming acceptance by the public 
of the disastrous rate of black unemploy­ 
ment matches the passivity toward the 
upward-spiraling curve of crime. The 
two seem allied in a dead sea of stagna­ 
tion. 
In America’s major cities, an in­ 
creasingly predominant black majority 
is locked in. This grew out of the migra­ 
tion from the South when the mechanical 
cotton picker and other kinds of 
mechanization replaced field hands in 
the decade of the ‘50s. 
In retrospect, it is astonishing that this 
mass movement of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of the dispossessed took place with 
little or no aid in housing, jobs, education 
or any other of the needs to resettle a 
people wholly unprepared for living in a 
metropolis. 
The «id result certainly could have 
been expected. The resettlement has 
taken place at a fearful cost in human 
suffering and in the quality of life not 
only for the newcomers but for those who 
felt the pressures of the influx. 
Concerned organizations such as the 
Urban League, currently meeting in 
Atlanta, and the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People 
shout to the housetops about the worsen­ 
ing economic position of the blacks. But 
the impact on the larger public is hardly 
perceptible. 


For those who find themselves in the 
same plight as the blacks — without jobs 
and with unemployment benefits naming 
out — the reaction is resentment and 
even hostility. 
The doors to the black enclaves in 
Detroit, Washington, New York, St. 
Louis are not locked. Yet to millions who 
live within these enclaves the exists ap­ 
pear to be closed. The only question is 
how long they will wait with a passivity 
which matches that of the general 
public.

The salary dispute between the 
teachers' Certificated Employe Council 
and Lompoc Unified School District, will 
be resolved without a strike, and at the 
six per cent increase that the board has 
offered. 
That was the assessment this week of 
most observers in the wake of an an­ 
nouncem ent that 
representatives of the 
two sides will sit down 
again on Aug. 11 for 
one last effort to 
negotiate a settle­ 
ment. The CEC has 
asked eight per cent 
on sa la rie s and 
another two per cent 
on fringe benefits. 
If that last effort 
fails, the dispute will 
be turned over to a 
three-member fact­ 
finding panel. Neither side wanted the 
dispute to come to this. Teachers par­ 
ticularly wanted to settle the differences 
in a last ditch session with an official of 
the California Conciliation Service, but 
that was not to be. Sources within the 
CEC contend that the three-member 
fact-finding panel, as it’s now supposed 
to be constituted, would be weighted, 2-1 
against the interests of teachers. Here is 
the basis for that reasoning: The CEC 
wttl pick one panel member, the school 
board a second and those two will pick a 
third. If they cannot agree on the third 
member, the selection will be turned 
over to the County Superintendent of 
Schools. And that’s what the CEC says 
the school board would do, simply have 


its representative refuse to agree on the 
third 
member. The CEC feels it’s a 
foregone conclusion that the county of­ 
ficial will select someone favorably dis­ 
posed toward management rather than 
toward the CEC. 
To counter what they feel will be a 
built-in bias against their cause, the CEC 
w ill 
propose that the third panel 
member be a California Conciliation Ser­ 
vice 
official. Assistant Supt. Alice 
Milligan and her aides on the school 
board negotiating team are not likely to 
agree to that, particularly in light of a 
rumor some weeks ago that an official of 
the state service was mildly critical of 
the school board. Sources that wished to 
remain anonymous said at that time, 
that the state official told them the ‘‘bot­ 
tom line” of conciliation was a 
willingness to compromise. The com­ 
ment was an obvious reference to the 
fact that the school board representative 
went into the conciliation session with 
both feet firmly implanted in concrete on 
the six per cent offer, while the CEC 
dropped its base request from eight to 
seven per cent. Immediately after the 
session ended, however, the CEC an­ 
nounced it was returning to its original 
eight per cent. Presumably that’s where 
the two sides sit at the moment. 
What hasn’t been aired is the known 
disagreement within the CEC between 
representatives of Lompoc Education 
Association and Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers. LEA chiefs reportedly have 
sought unofficially, to gain LFT backing 
for a joint announcement that teachers 
will accept the offer of six per cent and 
end the dispute. One reason for this ploy 


according to our sources is that teachers 
are wearying of the long negotiating ef­ 
fort and many of them are pointing to the 
district budget that is already in deficit 
financing with the six per cent raise. 
There are also other factors that sur­ 
round the late summer negotiating. The 
CEC, normally a body of nine members 
(six LEA and three LFT), has been hob­ 
bled by vacations. Many teachers won’t 
return to the district until the mandatory 
fall term orientation sessions coming up 
the final we«* in August. Some teachers 
and some on the CEC recall all too vivid­ 
ly the controversy that erupted a few 
years ago when the CEC accepted a 
package offer by the school board late in 
August only to have the bulk of the rank 
and file Representative Council in sharp 
disagreement when they finally returned 
home. 
Actually, and that’s the way it wound 
up that year, the school board decided 
the question unilaterally. The Winton 
Act, governing relations of school boards 
and their employes says the school board 
has only to “ meet and confer” in good 
faith. There’s nothing binding about the 
end result. If the school board disagrees 
with the CEC it merely has to make a 
public announcement that a certain raise 
is given and for all practical purposes, 
that’s that. 
That’s why the recourse to assistance 
from a state conciliator a few weeks ago 
was so interesting. It moved the two 
sides closer than ever before to the 
posture of negotiation, a posture that 
Milligan for one has steadfastly refused 
to acknowledge. The Winton Act says 
“ meet and confer,” not “ negotiate.”

Underwear drops are one thing, cor­ 
onary possibilities are another. An ABC- 
TV executive in New York concedes that 
quiz show emotions are reaching the 
point where “ we worry about some of 
these people — not just about them 
physically, but emotionally. Some of 
them are so wound up by the time they 
get on the air, anything could happen. I 
don’t know of any case where a loser has 
hit a host, but it could happen. I’ve seen 
some of these people after they lose a big 
prize and they are just desolate. One 
minute they are jumping up and down in 
anticipation, the next minute they are 
desolated by defeat. There is some risk 
here, I think.” 
Risks or no, none of the dozen major 
quiz shows of the day has any trouble en­ 
ticing contestants. Even Let’s Make A 
Deal, the show where contestants are 
required to be extroverts, turns away 
hundreds of would-be players daily. 
According to program producers, con­ 
testants are selected on the basis of 
kookiness alone: “ We want lively people, 
outgoing people, people with infectious 
enthusiasm.” To get them producers 
often select from crowds of hopefuls out­ 
side the studio lot; the potentials shout 
and wave and make funny sounds and 
random selections are made from the 
mob. 
Шее selected, contestants are told to 
“jump up and down on stage, shout, 
squeal” — anything to electrify the en­ 
vironment. On one recent program, ac­ 
cordingly, a woman dressed in a football 
uniform began to cry even before she 
won 8769 worth of laundry machines. A 
woman following, who won 81,000 worth 
of electronics equipment, kissed host 
Monty Hall before, during and after 
(twice) her turn. “ There is joy in Joy 
Thompson,” said Hall to the kissing con­ 
testant, who, by the way, was dressed as 
a railroad engineer. 
There are, of course, commercial ex­ 
planations behind every squeal on 
today’s quiz programs. Lacking the in­ 
tellectual suspense of earlier game 
shows, and offering far less in the way of 
potential financial reward, contem­ 
porary producers rely on bombast to fat­ 
ten audience ratings and lure sponsors. 
Contestants on Let’s Make A Deal use no 
skills, and winnings are the produce of 
accident. Thus the football uniforms, kis­ 
ses, etc., Without them millions of 
housewives would turn to The Secret 
Storm or an afternoon matinee. 
And if profit explains the producing 


side of quiz show exaggerations, it 
probably defines as well the motivation 
of most contestants. Greed is the 
stimulus. If one has to play the fool for 
the odds, so be it. Would-be contestants 
for Let’s Make A Deal often elbow each 
other savagely to catch the producer’s 
eye. Arguments, even fights have 
erupted between competitors. Says the 
ABC executive mentioned before: “ It’s 
queer, really, what people will do for a 
new refrigerator. Some of the people 
connected with our quiz shows have been 
propositioned by women wanting a 
chance. It gives you pause. Is a 
refrigerator really that important?” 
Teddy Nadler can answer the last 
question. Of the quarter-million he won 
in the 1950s, the government took 60 per 
cent for taxes, ami time took most of the 
rest. He hasn’t had a good job in 20 years 
and lives now in obscurity and depres­ 
sion. 
That’s show biz.

Stacking the deck 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There are 
tim es when congressmen must 
deliberately word bills they sponsor to 
insure their defeat in a floor vote or veto 
by President Ford. This is the only possi­ 
ble explanation for the nitpicking 
phraseology in a series of proposals 
which would require all middle- and 
higher-echelon 
government officials 
and military men and 
women and members 
of Congress to report 
their financial deal­ 
ings and contacts with 
lobbyists. 
The objectives ex­ 
pressed in these bills 
are of the highest. Ex­ 
posure of influence 
peddling and conflicts 
of interest in the 
government is long 
overdue, both on Capitol Hill and in those 
departments and agencies which deal in 
multibillions of dollars of public money, 
which regulate the airlines, railroads, 
trucking firms and drug manufacturers, 
or which enforce product and employ­ 
ment safety, pollution and antitrust 
regulations. 
We, all of us, most certainly need to 
know who or what outside forces in­ 
fluence our officials and lawmakers. It is 
essential to be aware of those invest­ 
ments and other private connections 
which could effect the voting of congres­ 
smen and the actions of administration 
officials. 
Because the voters demand it, there’s 
a plethora of bills this session on lobby­ 
ing and conflict of interest financial dis­ 
closure. These sound like the answer to a 
citizen’s prayer until you read the fine 
print. 
The catch is that the sponsors and 
other backers of these bills require such 
a mass of trivia and demand reporting so 
time consuming that middle and higher 
grade government officials would be 
spending an inordinate amount of their 
time spending information on irrevelant 
details. Numbers of senators and 
representatives would be caught in the 


same box. 
Take this dandy phrase from one 
House bill — H.R. 15: 
All officials and employes of the ex­ 
ecutive branch in GS grade 15 and above 
- roughly 830,000 up - and all others 
responsible for making or recom­ 
mending decisions affecting policymak­ 
ing “ shall prepare a record of each oral 
or written communication received 
directly or by referral from outside par­ 
ties expressing an opinion or containing 
information with respect to the 
policymaking process.” 
That phraseology is so sweeping that a 
government official, to keep himself, 
clean, would have to report almost every 
conversation he had with his neighbors, 
or at parties, or at the ball game -- 
which in any way affected government 
policy. And most conversations do, 
sooner or later, in Washington. 
By another provision, the unhappy of­ 
ficial would be required to record all let­ 
ters from outsiders — and people write 
into the government by the thousands, 
usually complaining about this policy or 
that. 
Then take the reporting on invest­ 
ments, as proposed. What we really need 
to know is whether someone on a con­ 
gressional banking committee, or an ad­ 
ministration official working in bank 
regulation, for example, has a signifi­ 
cant personal financial interest in banks, 
direct or indirect. But a major bill now 
being considered in Congress, H.R. 3249, 
would require that every member of the 
Senate and House, every government of­ 
ficial GS grade 15 and above and every 
armed forces officer, colonel or Navy 
captain and above, disclose any invest­ 
ments worth 81.000 that he and his wife 
hold, or any buying or selling of more 
than 81.000 in securities, commodities or 
other real property in a year. 
Now you can’t buy a hundred shares of 
most stocks for 81.000 — and if we are go­ 
ing to hold investments of this size up as 
possible conflicts of interest we have lost 
all sense of proportion. This reporting 
would clutter up the works and make the 
law a ridiculous monstrosity.
